Thrt 
minor items of equipment have 
not been received, hut these 
will not prevent the opening 
of the Factory, as replacement 
can lie obtained from nearby 
lactories, until these items ar¬ 
rive.

Harvesting is in full swing 
and '.is b;ing prosecuted with 
all possible vigor. There is a 
shortage of labor, and this re¬ 
duces deliveries o*f beets as 
well aa .grain. However every 
daylight hour and some oi the 
dark ones are being 1 used to get 
ihe harvest completed while the 
good weather lasts. Cloudy 
weather with cold winds most 
of last week, made the weather 
threatening, but no storm came 
here although hail was report¬ 
ed on the ridge south of town 
Saturday afternoon while a cold 
wind blew here. 

Grain liarvesting is about 
50 p.c. completed with the el¬ 
evators busy as long as the 
quota lasts. The beets are a- 
bou| 35 p.c. delivered to the 
Factory, and deliveries are in- 
crasing daily, although the vol¬ 
ume does no compare with de¬ 
liveries of dormer years because 
of the shortage of help, which 
in the case of beets is a great 
drawback as the crop has to be 
puller] and topped, each beet 
being handled separately and 
by hand in these operations. 
No estimate can be made on 
tonnage, but judging by the 
size of the roots the average 
tons per acre this year will be 
less than last year, although 
with the added acreage the 
total tonnage over the district 
may be greater.
